The followin items are taken from: ithe 
annual report o the British section: of the 
Kowloon-Canton Railway, for 1928, which is 
signed by Mr. Robert Baker as manager:— 

From ‘the 13th January to the ath March 
there was a strike of seamen which, as it 
doveloped, involved the majority of trades 
affected, the business of the 
Colony: All strikers left the Colony for 
Canton und this coupled with the fact 
that ‘river  steambogt trattie  entirel 
veaserl, caused record Passenger and Goods 
trailic by rail. 
firemen were persuaded to join the strikers: 
n day before the settlement, the Railway 
staff rennined loyal and handled unpreee- 
dented tratiic in’ commendable manner, 
The oxpress trains had to be run in duplicate 
or Were double-banked. In tho latter’ caso 
they consisted of as many. ns 23 coaches, It 
was found ‘generally preferable to. ron in 
duplicate, cach portion consisting of from 10 
to 12 coaches. Ax many as 2,000 passengi'rs 
were carrid pa one portion, unt over 8,000 
ino day. 

The increased earnings of this period were 
somewhat reduced by 2 period of partial 
stagnation after the strike, by the ‘Jaunch- 
men’s strike in May, aud ‘by tho frequent 
train suspensions owing to political unrest 
in Canton and neighbourhood. Much incon- 
venience and loss was caused By resultant 
mnilitury operations between Sun Yat-sen 
and Chan Kwing-ming. On five occasions 
bridges on the amine Section of the line 
were damuged by explosives in attempts to 
provent movements of troo; BS. During this 
political unrest robber bands 
active slong the part of the. lino in. the 
Chinese Territory. 

On two occasions the launeh which plies 

Letween Taipo in Britiah Territory and Sha 
U Chung in Chinese Territory was pirated. 
. The actual expenditure during the year 
F amounted to’ $562,144.35 pgainst_an estimate 
oF $531,421 which shows an’ excess of 
$20,723.55. «

against $157,840.01 or $12,707.

AUSTRALIA AND CHINA. 
THE BANKING POSITION IN THE 

, FAR East." . 


The sixty-ninth, ordinary general mect- 
ing of the shareholders of the: Chartered 
Bank of ‘India, Austratia’ and China was 
held Gn April 4th on the bank's premises, 
35, Bishopsgate, E.C., Sir Montague’ C. 
Turhey (the chairman) presiding. ‘The 
chivf manager (Mr. W. E. Preston) 
read the notice convening the meeting. 
“The Cuaimman said: Gontlemen, the 
figures in our statement of accounts 
reflect fairly accurately, tho trend of 
business. duriug the past year at the 
various pointy in the East: and Far East, 
cuvtred by the operationg of this institu- 
Hon, At no single point have we witnessed 
a, great spurt in business, xo indication « 
that real revival in trade, which we are 
hoping ‘for so keenly os the solution 
many of our difficulties social, commercial 
and’ politicn!. On the other hand, inter- 
national trade’ has not been entirely dead, 
and we might reasonably say hag shown 
nn improvement on the"position of i921. 
Woe ,can say, for instance, that the effect 
of tho térrifie slump in the prices of 
commodities is gradually working’ itself 
out; that the.tep-heavy load of unsold or 
rejected’ goody in India, Chiva and the 
East generally: has been very appreciabiy 
lightened, though’ at heavy cost, and that 
we sve rays of encouraging sunsbine in 
place of the depressing dark clouds which 
eneireled our horizon ‘and ‘obscured our 
vision some twelve months ago. Al that 
ia to the good. A spirit, a ‘rightful 
spirit, of caution prevails at the present 
time and shduld be tncournged, Operators 
must work cautiously and absolutely 
refrain. from overloading Eastern markets 
with unrequired goods, We have no. fear 
for the future. Once peace is assured 
(wo cannot bolieve that the present chaos 
will be allowed to continue indefinitely), 
and the purchasing power of the consumer 
hag brea restored wa cin reasonably expect 
an active trade between Fast and Wast, 


IMPORTS OF GOLD INTO INDIA. 


India, for instance, with the advantage 
of a low exchange and the bountiful cropa 
after two faveurable §.W,. monsoons has 
surplus ‘stocks of wheat, seeds, barley, 
rice, cotton and other commodities, avail- 
abio tor export ag svon as the Western 
markets can take the goods. In regard 
to exports: from India it is worth noting 
that in the year 1922 shipments of raw 
cotton to Japan totalled about 253,000 
tons, valued at Rs. 20,26,33,914. During 
the same period Shanghai took about 
60,000 bales . yarn, compared 
500/600,000 bales some ten years ago, 
illustrating the ynplensant fact for Indian 
milly that the cotton mills in North China 
have increased with marked rapidity, and, 
that thore are tu-day about 2,000,000 activo 


. spindles now, at work. Further, in cou- 


nection with the trade of Lidia it "is 
iutercsting ta sete that the imports of 
go'd inte Ladi¢ were: 1920; £12,03-4,086 ; 
1927, £7,204,S64; 1922, £19,678,961. Exports: 
1920, £5,053,056; 1921, £20,242,221 5: 1922; 
£49,365. Silver imparts: 1990, £3,461,608 ; 
199], £11,290,315; 1922, £12,108,845, Silver 
exports: 1920, £2,417,937 ; 1921, £1,680,298 ; 
1922, £1,723,905. The imports of gold for 
the first quarter this year have also been 
unusually heavy to meet the requirements 
of marriaga ceremonies, and, perhaps, for 
hoarding purposes. . 

Imports of gold and silver in January, 
1923, were Rs 61,653,552 (£4,110,236), and 
in February, . 3923, Rs. 108,800,000 
(£7,233,333). . ain 


INDIA'S FINANCIAL POSITION. 


.As regards India’s financial] position. 
Too much stress should net be taid: on 
the budget deficit, due mainly to abnormal 
demands and abnormal conditions. India 
is a country of immense resources and 
woudertul eecuperative powers. Provid- 
ed retrenchments.are effected, the political 
agitation ig reasonably’ restrained, and 
normal conditions prevail in Europe and 
America, 1 can-sce no reason why [ndia 
should net be, ere long, in a very satis- 
factory financial position. China has also 
products available for export to Western 
markets, but unhappily she is still greatly 
handicapped by internal unrest, and: ono 
almost despairs of seeing a really firm 
civil Government which could control the 
various elements of misrule and dis- 
turbance, a constant. source of danger to 
the masses of humble traders who yparn 
to be let alono and’ given a chanco of 
peaceful life. 

As regards the’ position of special 
Eastern commodities, we must congratu- 
Inte our friends, engaged in the tea 
industry, on the most satisfactory posi- 
tion in which’ they find themselves. Tho 
demand fof ten of high ‘grades and 
consumption of ten hag increaséd mord 
than we could have expected, and bas, wa 
imagine, ‘cxcended ,tho. most sanguine 
expectations. The Straita and F.M.8- 
have also benofited by a marked improve- 
ment in rubber and tin, though it must 
be remembered that in the case of rubber 
the improvement ig in a measure due to 
d output, and before a real 
substantial and steady rise in the priod 
of rubbor can be looked for, there must 
be an increased legitimate demand for 
ithat article, ane 

PRESENT POSITION SATISFACTORY. 

Looking. all round we ought te be 
satisfied with the position - generally in 
view of the prevailing world-wide state 
of political unsettlement and unrest. It 
is earnestly ‘to bo hoped that the present 
position of affairs in Central Europe may 
not be allowed to continue to the great 
detrimont “of civilisation, and that in 
aeane all classes will recognise that 
strikes must be averted, that bearty~“co- 
operation must exist between employer 
and employed, and that increased output 
and increased exports are essential if we 
wish to maintain tho credit of this country 
in the world of finanee, Turning ta the 
figures of our bal, although .our 
total figures for 1922, £50, 153,372. 15s. 10d., 
- show a reduction as against the£61,757,780. 
16s, 8d. for tho same period in 1921, the 
decrease iss moro’ apparent than real, as 
our Indian figures thia year have ‘been 
brought into our accounte ne a 1¢.° 4d.
